gation by committees of the general

The consensus of opinion apjiears 
to be in favor of a separation of the 
two schools and the establisliment 
of the agricultural and mechanical 
college on an indejiendent basis. 
Indeed, statistics 
show tliat 
in 
every instance where 
an 
attenqit 
has been made to build

cultural college departments in uni­ 
versities, failure has resulted; while 
tlie separate institutions have grown 
and flourished ami been the source 
alike of jiride and jirofitto the states 
maintaining them.
